"Mother of Palm Springs

(Foreword by author — One of the most 
subtle and charming characteristics of the 
desert is that quality it has of m aking one 
live only in the present hour and the present 
day. There are no yesterdays and tomorrow 
will come only when it is due. And yet, oc­ 
casionally the mind comes to pause to ask, 
"When did it begin, and how, this life of the 
desert, which is a life all its own and so far 
removed from the life of an elsewhere world?" 


As a matter of fact, less than fifty years 
ago Palm Springs was alm ost entirely an 
Indian world. A few white people had made 
their way here, but only a few, and it is 
generally agreed that the advent of 
Mrs. 
Nellie N. Coffman, in 1908, heralded the be­ 
ginning of Palm Springs as a resort—and the 
beginning of the entire desert resort area for 
that matter. 


In her time, Mrs. Coffman becam e not only

Ocean, m ountains, desert and plains, all the different 
faces of this wonderful earth, entered into the story of 
N ellie N. Coffman, the matriarch of the desert, and con­ 
tributed som ething to the trem endous m agnitude it 
attained. 
And besides, the Coffman fam ily and their forebears 
before them, have been builders. Nellie's father was a 
sim ple Indiana bricklayer, and accidentally found him­ 
self operating a hotel down in the heart of Texas. 
N ellie built herself a great resort hotel in the heart of 
the desert and operated it with supreme distinction, 
but all the w hile she never stopped building, be it one 
thing or another. 
She helped build the City of Palm 
Springs, too. 


a hotel owner in Palm Springs but a powerful 
force in the development of the village which 
grew up around her own expanding hotel. In 
her time she became known far beyond Palm 
Springs as well, and was described among 
hotel people as one of California's "big three" 
—three women who had pioneered and pro­ 
gressed in each their own undertaking. 


Mrs. Coffman's remarkable personality has 
been evoked, as completely as can be done in 
lim ited space, in the following text. 
From 
where did she come? What was her family 
background? What attracted her to the des­ 
ert? What was the key to her extraordinary 
drive? 


These questions are answered for the first 
time, the answers coming from both her fam ­ 
ily and her friends. And as the story unfolds, 
it can be seen to expand far beyond the lim its 
of c. personal story.. For its power and sweep 
make it an epic of American progress.) 


Today her son E arl would 
build in even bigger w ay, scale 
an entire m ountain in 
steel, 
and m ake the cycle complete 
w ith th e Mt. San Jacinto T ram ­ 
way.

THE STORY OF N ellie Coff­ 
m an’s origin never having been 
told before, her son Earl guided 
me to his aunt, Mrs. Edna E. 
Coffman of Santa M onica. Nel­ 
lie and her sister E dna m arried 
brothers, hence there are two 
Mrs. Coffm ans in 
the story. 
(Nellie had been m arried and 
w idowed once before). 
They were two of four ehil- 
ren, there being another brother 
and sister. Both are deceased, 
leaving Mrs. E dna Coffman the 
only surviving one of the four. 
Anna w as the wife of Harris 
Broughton, who w as associated 
with Forest Lawn. Owen O. Orr, 


th e brother, occupied various 
positions of high executive n a ­ 
ture w ith the Prudential Life 
Insurance Company. So. it w as 
a fam ily group th a t m ade a 
place for itself in th e world.

CITY BUDGET CALLS FOR 
2.lc TAX RATE INCREASE

Prelim inary city budget to be presented to city coun­ 
cil Tuesday evening will call for an increase of 2.1 cents 
in the tax rate, from $1.28 to $1.301 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
1 
If 
eventually adopted, this 
w ill be the first increase in the 
City's tax rate in five years. An 
inform al hearing w here citizens 
com m end or protest provisions 
contained in the 1955-56 budget 
w ill be held June 21. The h e a r­ 
ing is not required by law, but 
is a m atter of courtesy. 


TOTAL AMOUNT to be raised 
under the proposed tax rate, 
based on a v aluation of $37,­ 
734,900 (ail estim ated increase 
of $2.105,730), is $490.924. 
The 
am ount to lie raised by the 2.1­ 
cent increase is $7923.

The city w ould then refund 
to property ow ners all revenue 
from the parking district, plus 
50 percent of all revenue from 
on-street parking m eters for a 
period 
of 
10 
years,

am ount not to exceed $100,000. 
If the cost of the land is in 
excess of $100.000 (it has been 
appraised at $171.500), the ad d ­ 
ed am ount would be borne by 
the 
property owners as their 
benefit from establishm ent of 
the district.

EDITOR'S CORNER 


By Oliver B. Jaynes 


PUSHBUTTON INDUSTRY — One hears a great 
deal of talk these days, particularly in industrial areas, 
about automation. 
We used to call it mechanization. 
The difference now is that electronic devices and tran­ 
sistors are operating the machinery. It doesn't take a 
crystal gazer to predict that the time is not too far off 
when entire manufacturing plants will be run almost 
automatically — just a few people around to push but­ 
tons and “watch the Fords go by." 
In factories now 
being planned, automatic machinery will pick up raw 
materials, distribute them in proper am ounts to prop­ 
er locations, route them through processing machinery, 
sort out the finished products and package them. In­ 
deed, the factory output m ay be stacked in freight 
cars in proper arrangement ready for delivery. 


The question at once arises: What effect will automa­ 
tion have on employment, industry, industrial areas 
and electric power projects? Economists are predicting 
that automation will raise the standard of living to an 
heretofore undreamed-of level. 
Output of automation 
manufactured products will be stepped up and prices 
will be lower. It will surprise many that it is predicted 
that wages will climb. 
Hours will be shorter. 


If you read the May issue in Reader’s Digest you 
likely saw the article by Ira Wolfert telling about some 
remarkable things already being done by automation: 
A machine which makes 13 boxes a minute from a pile 
of boards and a barrel of nails . . . a bakery where 
bread is made automatically without bakers around . . . 
a machine operated by one man that makes glass bulbs 
at the rate of 1800 a minute. The article draws atten­ 
tion to a Riverside Venetian blind m anufacturer who 
has cornered 60 percent of America’s aluminum blind 
business through the development of one-man alumi­ 
num casting and rolling mill that is as continuous as a 
paper-making machine. 


Automatic machinery takes a lot of power; the power 
bill m ay exceed the labor bill. Availability and cost of 
power'Vill become an important factor. This is focus­ 
ing attention on the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
other government-owned power projects. 
Being sub­ 
sidized by the federal government, TVA can sell cheap 
power; it pays no taxes and practically no interest on 
invested capital. TVA is unfair competition for private 
power companies, benefits one region in the country at 
the expense of all the rest of the nation and is social­ 
istic. 
This situation should be corrected before auto­ 
mation develops a greatly increased demand for more 
electric power. 


TVA should be limited to the purposes for which it 
was created in 1933. Efforts are being made right now 
to saddle this socialistic experiment on the American- 
taxpayer forever. 


Automation turns the spotlight on TVA — and other 
vast projects which the federal government plans to 
undertake. It will likely help to awaken public interest 
in the subject as a very important time when efforts 
are being made to permit TVA the right to issue its own 
bonds and use the funds on new projects. 
Be on the 
lookout!

I MUST ADD here th at Mrs. 
Edna Coffman w as rem arkably 
detached in telling me about 
her sister Nellie and her family. 
As a consequence, through sev ­ 
eral interviews she succeeded 
in throwing me off completely 
about the difference between 
her own age and that of her 
sister, also about the place of 
her own birth! However, in a 
later 
interview she 
said, 
“X 


wouldn't know too m uch about 
Nellie as a girl; at the time of 
her first m arriage 1 w as sitting 
on the floor cutting out dolls.” 
Maps are easier to read than 
women, 
however, 
and 
there 
could be no mystery about Pa­ 
toka. Even today it remains a 
tiny spot down 
in 
the very 
southwestern corner of Indiana 
on a little river of the same 
nam e and 
not far from the 
banks of the W abash. Popula­ 
tion is still but a handful. (“I 
was there in 1939, there were 
only 600 people,” recalls Mrs. 
Edna Coffman.) 


JUST HOW IT could 
have 
happened can probably never 
be told, but w hen Nellie was 
about 10 years old, or in 1877 
to be exact, her fa th e r went on 
a long journey to handle a job, 
in fact he went as far as Texas, 
and alone. As Mrs. Edna Coff­ 
m an recalls, after this job he 
went to a sm all place by the 
n am e 
of Wool an Wells and 
there he laid brick upon brick 
to help buiUI a hotel. (Wootan 
Wells is in central Texas, 100 
miles or so south of Dallas, in 
Robertson county. Its present 
population is now listed as 100.) 
"'There 
was 
a 
spring 
there 
owned by people nam ed Woo- 
tan," Mrs. Edna Coffman re­ 
calls. “An earthquake destroyed 
the hotel some years ago." 
By 
some 
unusual 
circum­ 
stance, once the hotel was built 
there was no one at hand to 
operate it. Nellie’s father re­ 
m ained 
to 
run 
the 
Wootan 
Wells Hotel, and Nellie's own 
fate was sealed therewith. The 
family 
journeyed 
across 
the 
plains the following year, but 
Wootan Wells w as not to con­ 
tain them for long. 
By 1880 
they were running the National 
Hotel in Dallas and kept at this 
until 1883.
